your Judgments fhaJl think 
fit to pitch upon amongft 
this Century of Experiments, 
perhaps dearly purchafed by 
me, but now frankly andgra- 
tis offered to you.

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and imaginary Places, pro- 
portionable to ordinary Ef- 
cutcheons and Seals at Arms, 
each Way palpably and pun- 
ctually fetting down (yet pri- 
vate from all othei^, but the 
Owner, and by his AiTent) 
the Day of the Month, the 
Day of the Week, the Month 
of the Year, the Year of our 
Lord, the Names of the Wit- 
nefles, and the individual 
Place where any Thing was 
fealed, though in ten thou- 
fand feveral Places, together 
with the very Number of 
Lines contained in a Con- 
tract, whereby Falsification 
may be difcovered, and ma- 
nifeftly proved, bein% u^on 
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good Grounds fufpe&ed. 

Upon any of thefe Seals a 
Man may keep Accompts of 
Receipts and Difburfements 
from one Farthing to an 
hundred Millions, punctually 
{hewing each Pound, Shil- 
ling, Penny or Farthing. 

By thefe Seals likewife any 
Letter, though written but 
in Englijb, may be read and 
underftood in eight feveral 
Languages, and in Englifh 
it felf to clean contrary and 
different Senfe, unknown to 
any but the Correfpondent, 
and not to be read or un^- 
derftood by him neither, if 
opened before it arrive unto 
him ; £0 that neither TYssas**. 
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nor Hopes of Reward, can 
make him reveal the Secret, 
the Letter having been in- 
tercepted, and nrft opened 
by the Enemy.

is a Fort or Caftle, thev fhall 
be unanimously fleered, and 
effoauatty be driven by an 
indifferent ftrong Wind.
